a few comparative graphs to indi- 
cate how this goal might be 
achieved. 

At Saskatoon, school trustees of 
this nation listened to Dr. S. H. 
Deeks, Toronto, director of the In- 
dustrial Foundation of Education. 
He told them. that. Russia has al- 
ready reached America in educa- 
tional performance, over - reached 
America in producing scientists, en- 
gineers and technicians, and P 
America by a very wide margin in 
the field of science. 

“Nearly all trends,” he said, 
“point to the fact that the commun- 
ist world is acquiring an increasing 
capability to wage economic and 
political war.” 

So long as Canadians were 
spoon-fed' with hand-me-down basic 
research and second-hand techno- 
logical advances from across their 

-yndefended border, Canadian capa- 
bilities would remain sick and puny, 
he added. 

‘This is a continuation of the 
alarm which wakened educators of 
this continent when Russia launched 
the sputnik — an alarm bell which 
rings more loudly today as the re- 
sult of the successful moon shot. 

Our-comfortable-sleep_has_been 
-broken—It-remains-to-be.seen_ if we 
are rising from it to take-our-set- 
ting-up exercises or are just rolling 
over for another snooze. 

There are encouraging signs 
that we are at least rising. Schools, 
in British Columbia at any rate, are 
getting a little tougher, insisting on 
more effort and better . discipline 
from sttdents. 
We have still to see it we-are 
creating the desirable attitude in 
the students themselves. We take 
pride_in proclaiming that Canada 
stands second only to the United 
States in living standards. We 
scarcely realize that this could also 
mean that we are growing, or have 
grown, fat. 

In a world in which so-many of 
our competitors are lean, even hun- 
gry, we should realize the dangers 
of being fat, of accenting to too 
great a. degree the deSirability of 
comfortable living. 

As one of the outgrowths of 
mass education, and its inclination 
to cater to the mediocre, many of

Gruesome Prospect in a Crowded World 


HE British Association opened its 

annual meeting the other day in bet- 
ter heart than it has. been for many 
years. Th@ attendance at the meeting 
was in the region of 3,000, and the ef- 
fects of the reforms in the association's 
policy which are being gradually made 
are now becoming apparent. 

It is perhaps appropriate that the 

value of these should first be seen at 
York, where the association was founded 
in 1831. 
.The belief that -the association is 
really a body of scientists interested 
merely in each other's work has now 
been-robustly.given-up, and instead the 
annual meeting is seen as an opportu. 
nity of telling a wide audience about 
some recent developments. . 

At the same time the association can 
be- proud of the work it -has-dene-in the 
last year to organize scientific lectures 
and discussions in schools; adult meej- 
ing places and the like throughout the 
country. e 

The most spectacular of these activ- 
ities is-probablythe-plan to seni a dozen 


the Western Isles in the autumn, giving 
lectures wherever they can. 

The ghost of Malthus was more than 
merely taken out of its cupboard in one 
of the first discussions: it was soberly 
and deliberately clothed with the flesh 
and blood of biological argument and 
then sent stalking through a large and 
somewhat uneasy audience. 

Dr. L. Harrison Matthews, director 
and permanent secretary of the Zoolog- 
ical Society of London, said that “our 
population is nearing a peak and a cat- 
astrophic crash is imminent.’ Though 
his time scale is measured in centuries, 
this was no loose phrase but a firmly 
held conviction, 

The argument goes like this. In 1958 
the population of the world increaked

\ BEGINNING at this time, with a major 


effort during the year 1960, a con- 
siderable attempt is being made through- 
out the world to provide better scientific 
insights. and some help with regard to 
the many problems of mental health and 
ill-health which exist-in all countries 
of the world 

Your readers will, I am sure, be 
aware that the speeding up of the pace 
of life which results from the inereas- 
ing industrialization and mechanization, 
both in urban and rural areas, all over 
the world, must “necessarily lead to 
some increase in stress and anxiety and 
to social disturbance. 

Everywhere people are becoming 
more concerned about this, and the 
tasks of World Mental Health Year are 


by 47 millions. By the end of the century 
it will have doubled. If the present rate 
of increase ‘is maintained, there will be 
one pefson for every square yard of the 
earth's surface a thousand years from 
now. ‘ 

That this state of affairs should be 
reached~is probably impossible; some- 
where there will have to be a slacken. 
ing of the rate of growth of population. 
Ideally there: should be. stability. 

But Dr. Harrison Matthew's concern 
is that world fodd supplies will not be 
able to rise quickly enough to. keep 
pace with the growth of population. To 
rely—on—a-—_slackening -of—the rate of 
growth brought about bythe industriai- 
ization of society he believes, is to run 
the risk that world population will be 
stabilized at a level too-high for com- 
fort and even for survival. 

Here an analogy “wittrpopuiations 
or smatier animals than _man comes in. 

Voles, jack-rabbits, and other animals 
living together in communities have been 
seen to go thr6ugh cycles in which the 
population grows and then suddenly <de- 
Lays,_even-in-situations where-the-food 
supply is adequate. 

For when they are crowded too 
closely together these animals do not 
have the living space they need. So their 
pituitary adrenal glands are disturbed, 
and the stress of the close living in- 
creases to a point at which the furiction 
of the glands is exhausted. Then. indi- 
vidual animals die off suddenly in large 
numbers and there is a catastrophic de- 
crease of the population. 

It was entirely possible Dr, Harrison 
Matthews said, that a similar process 
could take place in a human population, 
“especially in view of the essentially 
unsatisfying, aimless, and materialistic 
outlook on life that is so widespread.” 
Mankind, he believed, was faced with 
three choices: 


1. Te do nothing and-to wait, for the 
stress syndrome or some new vifus like 
myxomatosis to do its work; 

2. To leave the destruction of civitiza 
tion: to. some trigger-happy politician 
with: the largest stock of nuclear. weap 
ons; 

3. To decide what is the optimum 
population of the world and to ensure 


by completely innocuous methods, that 


at-is not exceeded. 

History, unfortunately, gaye no en- 
couragement to the hope that the choice 
made would be the desirable one. 


Though the contraceptive pill of 
Aldous Huxleycs “Brave New— World” 
was not yet available, Dr; Harrison Mat- 
Ahews thought that it could be found if 
enough effort was devoted to research. 
The sooner this was done the sooner 
humanity would enjoy its advantages: 

“Such a substance should be avail- 
able to all at low or, preferably» no 
cost, We might then find governments 
imposing a heavy tax on the parents of 
more than -two-or-three-chitdren, and 


* 


responsible parents for laying further 
burdens upon their neighbors in an al 
ready over-populated country,” 


For the British Association this is 
fighting talk. Dr. Harrison Matthew's 
address included many other things as 
well—a plea that radio-active waste 
should not be dumped into the oceans, 
that oi) pollution of the seas should dis. 
continue, and that some effective means 
of conserving the wild life of Africa 
should be found. : 

But all this was overshadowed by the 
gruesome prospect of life in.a crowded 
world. The British Association has 
hardly ever been so electrified.

Nerves Cause Itch

People want to know what neuroderma- 
titis is. It means a trouble with the skin 
which is due to a person's nervousness, 
anxiety, unhappiness, or mental strain, For

A woman just wrote me that her boy has 
chub feet, and she is stiil wondering if 
something she did when she was carrying 
him . could have caused the deformity, 
Actually, | am sure that nothing the mother 
didwhen she was_pregnantcould-have pre- 


In the last few cases-in which I have 
seen a child with club feet, I was able to 
find that a great uncle ora great-grand- 
father or a.second cousin or two or three 
relatives had club feet, all of which suggests 
strongly. that there was a hereditary 
tendency. In a few cases, I found that, 
besides the defect in the feet, there was a 
defect in the spinal cord. In one smal} area 
in the jower back, there was a failure of the 
two halves of the spine to come together 
completely, so that the child had what is 
called a spinal bifida. Parents should know 
that today good orthopedists can generally 
Straighten out club feet, if the baby is taken 
to them early. Sometimes the child has to 
have special shoes or braces, and in the 
worst Cases, he has to be operated on. Often 
1 wish we doctors were more thoughtful 
and willing to take a little time to talk te
